Today, I was proud to stand with Mayor Jerry Sanders and Council President Tony 
Young to announce good news about the City’s budget.  A combination of reforms and 
higher than anticipated revenues has addressed our longstanding structural budget 
deficit.  As the Chair of the City Council Budget and Finance Committee, I have worked 
hard with the Mayor, my colleagues, members of the public and our City employees to 
collaborate on fiscal reforms that are making a real difference to San Diego’s financial 
strength.   
 
Many of the actions taken by the Council were not popular and changed the way we 
conducted business:  we competed out City services, renegotiated contracts, and 
adjusted fees to recover our costs.   
 
While today’s announcement that services are recommended to be restored to some 
departments, there are still many needs, like aggressively addressing our infrastructure 
backlog, and reviving redevelopment and economic development to name a few, that 
will require our attention.  Our work is not over.   
 
Our Independent Budget Analyst will be conducting a separate review of the Mid-Year 
report, and beginning on Wednesday, I’ll lead the Council through the development of 
this year’s budget priorities.   
 
As long as I’m around, fiscal restraint and the need for additional efficiencies are forever 
in fashion at City Hall—all so that we can continue to deliver the good news that our 
constituents deserve.   
 
In addition to that news, I also want to remind you of two fast approaching and important 
events.
